VARSITY  FOOTBALL 

The  Berkeley  High  Yellowjackets  ended  the  '56  ACAL  race  by  sharing  second  place 
with  San  Leandro.  The  record  was  five  wins,  two  losses,  and  a tie.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  season  Berkeley  was  expected  to  have  an  excellent  chance  for  the  league  title  but 
the  team  couldn't  seem  to  get  off  fo  a good  start.  The  first  game  was  tied  with  San 
Leandro  6-6.  The  second  game,  with  Alameda,  the  eventual  league  champs,  was  a loss 
19-7.  The  next  game  looked  like  a sure  victory  but  the  Richmond  team  made  a winning 
touchdown  in  the  last  40  seconds,  making  the  final  score  19-13. 

The  Berkeley  gridders  were  fired  up  with  the  traditional  big  game  spirit  when  they 
beat  Piedmont  for  the  fifteenth  straight  year  and  our  first  season  win  19-12.  The  team 
was  working  well  now  and  this  was  evident,  for  fhe  next  week  we  romped  over  San 
Lorenzo  59-0.
